Can we wonder that mcb a state or 
things should have filled the independent 
members of the Council wilh anxiely and 
alatui i Why, the hire statement of these 
bguiei, even if accompanied wilh all the 
courtesy and blandishment of the limit 
Bccoiuplished itatecman, would have 
been quite enough to justify — nay, if not 
lost to all sense of duly, to compel them 
to eurt the whole of their energies in 
seeking a rigorous invent igaiiod of the 
financial affairs of the colony.

WF.coine now to the preservation of build- 
ingifrnnilheeffecdiiflightning.referring 
the reader tu the authorities before men- 
tioned, hhould he require further informa- 
tion reacting ihe nautical part of the 
lubject, 

In a new country like this, every day 
add* tu ihe risk uf damage from lightning 
fur fresh bnildiugi are added continually 
tu our increasing luwns, many of them of 
sufficient elevation, eipecially those 
plated on the higher ground, to come 
wilhm the reach of the lightning, Tht 
city of Sydney is now adorned with very 
many commanding buildings, some of 
great elegance and can- — such at Go- 
vernment House, the new Church of 
Si. Patrick's and Chiiit's Church, and 
the Australian Library. The Utter, 
containing a considerable aud increasing 
collection of works uf reference and 
value, ought to be protected as much 
as poxsihle from damage by lire ; aud if 
there be any danger of that from light- 
ning, il ought (u be armed by conductors 
so toon as may lie possible. The loss of 
life at the Orphan School on the South 
Head Rotd, a year ur two ago, may aaliafy 
any sceptic as to the probability of such 
accidents under circumstances favorable 
tu the passage of the thunderbolt. The 
object of the) following remark* will be 
attained if any dispassionate person be led 
lu lake advantage of iuch hinu as they 
may offer. 

We will, nctt of all, consider Ihe objec- 
tion lhal lightning eandueturi do at much 
harm at uytud. This is a common error, 
as uaa before stated. The persona who 
make this assert ion, ground their belief 
upon certain case ■, where damage hat 
been done to buildings already supplied 
with conductors. The ucidenl at Dutn 
Dues, previously mentioned, does not meet 
these casei exactly, however satisfactory 
in the main. Therefore, wt nttl take 
other exam plea. 

One of the moat remarkable it that of 
Heckirtgbarn Foor liotur, In Norfolk ; 
which is described in the Philosophical 
Transactions for 17S2. At the instance 
of the Board of Ordnance, a Committee 



was appointed by the Royal Society to 
investigate the facts.

In June, l 83 i, a man w** killed it 
Manchester by lightning which iMued out 
of the road under his foot ; and in the 
Phil. /Wm. fur 1787, ia an account of a 
man named La «»«■, who was travelling 
wilh a cart across the Tweed, at a deep 
ford where the bank was steep, Jutt 
after he and hi* companion, with another 
cart, had reached the Summit of the bank, 
about 7fl feet above the water, • report 
f.tbe cart and hartet fell to th* 
•nd the man and horses wet* 
Circular holes were found in the 
gtaund, about twenty inchex in diameter, 
the centres of which were just in the track 
of each wheel. The tires of the wheel 
were partially fused at the spot* imme 
diately over the holes, as wax ucertained 
by rolling them backwards , hut the upper 
part of the tit** waa unadlrcted. The 
pebbles and dust in which the wheels had 
•unk were scattered around, ax were the 
coals from the cart. Ibis it a fearful proof 
of tht returning stroke, or of the passage 
of the electric fluid from the earth lo the 
atmosphere. The house of Mr. Ciian- 
wicx, at Swinton. abu\it five miles from 
Manchester, waa injured in the aarne way 
on the fjth Augutt, IB09. A coal shed, 
having above il a cittern of water, was 
attached to the house by a wall w hich 
contained 7IH>0 bricks, and which aloqe 
weighed 26 tons. Thie tpsti kkw CWiiy 
torn irp, railed, and tramported rerticaily 
tone efttf emee. 

Lightning also frequently issues from 
the roots of trees. A catuxrina was 
thus the upward conductor for light- 
ning which entered the home of Mr. 
Amu Wilson, at Newtuwn, a vest or 
two ago. The lightning was found, on 
examination by the writer, to have patted 
up the bark of the tree, which il grooved, 
then passed along the under part of one 
of (he lateral branches, and therice en- 
tered horizontally or nearly so the dwel- 
ling house, making its presence felt by 
on* of the inmate*, A very ttriking 
case alto fell under the notice of Ihe 
writer on the H4lh February, 1S4S. 
During one of the violent atormi u hich 
nged in the neighbourhood of Segen- 
hoe, near Scone, the lightning patted 
upwards from the ground in the 
nidit of a clump of two tree* and 
two saplings in clot* contact. He found 
tht latter standing uninjured, but Ihe 
t um-treei, one 100 feet, and the other Lin 
feet long, were lying proslrale foul to 
toot in the same continuous line, the root* 
exhibiting the action of the electric fluid.

this case, the trees carried 
stroke, which uprooted them. 

Gay Ll'sxac shows, moreover, that 
a ftaah of lightning sometimes traverse* 
w dialance of three miles in a right 
line ; thii would prove the use of 
lateral or oblique terminations to con- 
ductors. But if merely pointed rod* 
be used, they art very efficacious, 



stead of being continued to many feet in I thoanrh itjytVso much so probably aa 

star-form ed "terminations would be. 
Biccaaxu'a experimeuti have ihown the 
necessity of keeping these point* perfect. 
Sometimes, according to Dr. RrmwHuL tK, 
the lightning fates these point*, tfauugh 
tht houses lu which they ate MUchrd are 
uninjured. It would probably no! be eo 
wilh a brunt or round termination. 
A icon hsj collected an Immense quantity 
of facts to prove, independent of all 
theory, the value of such conductors. 
He observe! , that the Temple at Jerusa- 
lem, built of wood aud other inflammable 
materiali, in a country famed for tent pests, 
remained secure for ten centuriot, age* 
before lh* invention of our conduc- 
tor*, and never was struck by light- 
ning. It was, doubt leu, miraculously 
preserved. Still , h A s * ao remarks, its pre - 
servalion was probably due to the pointed 
lances of gilt steel or iron, (the roof itself 
being alto gilded,) which, according to 
Jobethub, were erected lo keep off un- 
clean bird*. The water* uf the roof were 
alto discharged through metallic pipes 
into the great reservoirs, below which they 
were, according to Dr. RotnsaoN, in con- 
nexion with the natural water* of tht 
ntighbourhood. In fact, it was actually 
protected hy regular conductors, vtitely, 
no doubt, provided for it* security. 

The church of the chateau nf Orsini, in 
Carinthia, til so frequently struck by 
lightning that divine service was *ui- 
peodtd in the summer. In 17,10, the 
steeple wax destroyed by lightning ; after 
it waa rebuilt, it was struck four or five 
time** year. In 1788, it Wat demolished. 
The new building has been supplied with 
a conductor, and has been preserved from 
the lightning, which pasted along it to 
theearth. In 1 750 and i 7flS, before it had 
a conductor, the Dutch Church at New 
York was struck, and much injured, In 
l7tJ5,ii waa again struck ; but then having 
a conductor, was taft. The Church of 
St. Michael, at Charleston, i* another, in - 
stance. The Tower of St. Uaik, at Venice, 
was, until 1776, constantly dajnagtd by 
lightning j since that lime, when a con- 
ductor was attached, it has beta free farm 
injury. 

So alto of tlx churche* in Dtfonthire 
•truck about the same tin*, the only one 
not injured had a ■swJirslor. 

There are pereoni perhaps, whom these 
rtmarkt will not convince : and they will 
requite *n answer to ihe question — why 
doe* it happen that persons have been 
struck by lightning in consequence of 
their proximity to metals and bar* of iron, 
if the latter be conductor* T 

In another article this shall be more 
fully considered, bul we Grit give here an 
instance in which metallic lubxtance* 
have acted at preservative conductor*. On 
loth March, 1773, Lord Tilniy had an 
attembly of full SfKI person* at his hotel 
inNaples. SAistLxa,thcelectrician,and 
the learned Sir W HsKittoH, were pre- 
sent. The kwet mu etmeh by lightning 
at the time t it wai sufficiently powerful 
lo produce death, yet it traversed MsaM 
rwrwat and injured no one. Its course was 
confined to the gilding of the cornice*, 
the rods of the curtains, tht gilded frames 
of Ihe doors, and thr bell cords. These 
acted as conductors, and the company, who 
were also conductor*, escaped. The metal 
as tarnished and fused, and this effect 



depth, and ending in water, or eery moitt 
earth." It is certain, therefore, that this 
instance is of no avail to the objectors. 

The cathedral of Milan was struck by 
lightning on the SHh June, I SIM, and the 
lighthouse at Genua, on the 4th January, 
1827, though each waa armed with a con- 
ductor. In these cases, ihe conductor did 
terminal* in wafer, but it waa artificial 
and not natural, being held in cittern*. 
This also is an error, and disproves nothing 
in recommendation of conductor*. Such 
alto was the case on the !6th August, 
1 760, when the haute of Mr. Mtmx, in 
the United States, was struck i the ground 
wa* not sufficiently damp, and an explo- 
sion ensued, damaging the foundation. 
So alto, on the Sih September, 1779, at 
Manhtim, the houie of the Saxon Amu*- 
SAuua was struck — the thunder-bolt 
leaped from tht conductor and produced 
some curiuux effect*. 

Lofty church** are often struck. The 
cathedral of Rouen, in Normandy, hat 
been three timet injured by lightning j 
the writer was there immediately after 
the third occasion, and it convinced that 
the danger arose from the conductors not 
being perfect, and not uf sufficient calibre 
to carry off the electric fluid. This also 
was the cat* with St. Biide't church, in 
Fleet-street, Loutlon, which wax injured 
on the 1 0th June, 1764. The examina- 
tion of the ruin* •howed distinctly that 
the mischief wax caused by the lightning 
patting along interrupted bars of iron. 

At illustrating tnit fact, il may be 
mentioned that Captain Wi<*», R.N., 
observed that in a storm during two 
hours and a-half, at • point where 
there wtt an interruption in hi* con- 
ductor, sparks itiued continuously— 
had the interruption been sufficiently 
great, or had any connexion of other 
bodies ttktn place thtrt, it is unquestion- 
able that the electricity passing down the 
conductor would have exploded and done 
mischief. Wt havt no room lo multiply 
examples. Our readers will, then, under- 
stand, that a conductor mutt be complete, 
and end in mater or very humid toil. 
The conductor will then ifraia the atmo- 
sphere, and there i* no doubt, that this 
action daily take* place ; and that light- 
ning imperceptibly pastes into th* earth 
without being observed, from the clouds 
vertically over the conductor. M. Aatoo 
has calculated, that as much lightning 
paaset down per minult at would kill 360 
men. BaccAaia's experiments are pro- 
bably known to aome of oar readers , they 
confirm these assertions. His conductors 
in the Valentino palace at Turin are sup- 
posed lo drain enough lightning per hour 
to kill 3000 men. 

In thr lati article on this aubjeel 
mention was made of lateral con- 
ductors. Experience has shown that 
lightning does not always commit mischief 
ttrtictdlf ; that sometimes it attacks 
horizontally and by ateenmum. Conduc- 
tors nut only convey lightning from the 
ciunds, but always when not tu employed 
convey electricity fmm the earth- This 
is actual fact . but it agrees with 
the theory, that that subtile fluid 
travels in a circuit, which must be 
complete, or danger ensues. 

Lightning hat been known to issue 
from the ground, under a serene sky, 



ning entered the prison of Biberac, in 
Suabia, and struck a prisoner of a gang 
of twenty who stood together. This man, 
being a brigand or luthranger, was gird- 
ed with a roan*. Cokstantwi reSales, 
that a lady closing a window in a thunder 
storm, wai struck and ilightly injured ; 
the gold bracelet on her arm riniuAeo' 
BarnoMi tellt a story or* Un, Doi ulib, 
who, titling at an open window, was 
ilruck by lightning; herpeiion escaped, 
but her bonnet waa destroyed — the wire 
of the form offered a passage to the elec- 
tric fluid. Watches and money have 
alio been found fused in the pocket* of 
men who have escaped ; and lightning 
wat teen to play upon the sabres of cavil 
ry during the renew by Gxokoi III. of 
his household troop*, at Wimbledon Com 
mon. None were injured. These very 
facts prove tht danger during thunder- 
sturmi of having metal about Ihe penon 
and why ladies should not weavt steel 
buski in their corsets. The lightning 
may sometimes use the human body as a 
perfect conductor, and pats through it; 
and it is known that tome persons art 
better conductor* than other* . There ate 
caaei indeed, where a charge which patsed 
through a number of persons hat Hopped 
at a given individual who wax not a con- 
ductor. Such could scarcely have been 
the case with the person* whote watches 
and money were melted. 

On *.nd August, 1 808, live children 
at school at Knunau in Switzerland, were 
struck on lh* «me bench. Thr /ret and 
fait were killed, the other* merely felt 
the shock. At Praville, near Chart re i. a 
miller wat walking, during a storm, be- 
tween a home and ■ mult- The man 
wa* only ilightly affected, but both ani- 
mals were killed. 

Other persons have been killed owing 
to the proximity of metallic bodies i of 
which hereafter.
